Amsterdam June 25.—Germany’s 
war aims were briefly set forth, the 
idea that she desired to secure world 
domination through the war disclaim- 
ed, and responsibilty for the conflict 
primarily placed upon Russia by Dr. 
Richard von Kuehlmann, the German 
foreign secretary, in a speech to the 
reichstag in Berlin yesterday. 

While declaring that what 
desired for the German people and 


their allies was a “free, strong, 
independent existence” within the 
boundaries drawn for them “by 
history,” the foreign secretary said 
Germany would have to decline to 
make any prior concessions by stat- 
ing her position es to Belgium in a 
way which would bind her without 
similarly binding Germany’s enemies. 

Referring -to the responsibility for 
the war, as he viewed it, Dr. von 
Kueh!lmann said: 

“tl do not believe any responsible 
man in Germany, not even the emper- 
or or members of the imperial govern- 
ment, ever for a moment believed they 
could win the domination of Europe by 
etarting this war. The idea of world 
domination in Europe is Utopian, as 
was proved by Napoleon.” 

After declaring that the revelations 
that had been made showed Russia as 
the power which planned and desired 
the war, with France abetting her 
end England's attitude strengthening 
the Russian desire for conflict, Dr. von 
Kuehlmann again declared that Ger- 
many had not entertained any belief 
that this war could lead even to the 
domination of Europe, and much less 
that of the world. 

Chief Blame Put eon Russia. 

“T believe,” said Dr. von Kuehl- 
mann, “that one can say without fear 
of contradiction, as the result of reve- 
lations, that the deeper we £0 into the 
cause of this war the clearer it be- 
comes that the power which planned 
and desired the war was Russia: that 
France played the next worse role as 
instigator, and that England's policy 
has very dark pages to show.” 

In introducing his statement of the 
German war aims, the foreign minis- 
ter said: ; 

“TI consider it necessary to say quite 
simply, and in a way easy for all to 
understand, what: our positive desires 
are. 

“We wish for the German people and 
our allies a free, strong, independent 
existence within the boundaries drawn

When the session convened Tuesday 
afternoon Chairman Ashley announced 
that the record of testimony was closed 
and that he would permit counsel to 
proceed with their arguments before 
the committee. He informed the oppos- 
ing attorneys that they would be al- 
lowed ample time to present their argu- 
ments, and two hours of the session 
Was occupied by speeches of attorneys 
for Professor Dykes, W. D. Ellis open- 
ing, followed by Linton Hopkins. The 
committee adjourned at 6 o’clock and 
will meet again this afternoon at 4 
o’clock when arguments by counse! will 
-be resumed. . 

Attack Wardlaw and Culver. 

Addressing the committee Attorneys 
Ellis and Hopkins both excoriated Su- 
perintendent Wardlaw and Professor 
Culver and emphatically argued that 
they should be fired from the school 
system. “Of all things the city is un- 
dertaking today for the welfare and 
happiness of the people of Atlanta, 
nothing has been on the same plane 
with this investigation,” declared Mr. 
Ellis, and added that the city of At- 
lanta doesn’t want a whitewash find- 
ing by the committee, but one that will 
remedy the autocratic, despotic school 
system that now prevails. 

He drew applause from the audience 
by his reference to Professor Dykes 
as having the courage to turn the spot- 
light on the iniquitous system and rep- 
resenting oppressed teachers who had 
been afraid to come before the public 
with their grievances. 

He said they had studiously avoided 
any personal attack,on Major Guinn, 
but rather were assailing his autocrat- 
ic direction of the school system. He 
said that he believed under the condi- 
tions existing it took a great amount 
of moral courage for him to resign.. 

“Efficiency and dissatiefaction never 
go together,” continued Mr. Ellis. ““Ma- 
jor Guinn is gone; Wardlaw and Culver 
should follow. They must be put out 
to stop this unrest and disquietude.” 
Then referring to the salary of $4,000 
a year Mr. Wardlaw receives, he said: 
“A call ought to be sent to Harvey 
Hatcher that there is $4,000 going out 
and nothing coming in in return”. 

During the course of his argument 
he was interrupted by Councilman Dil- 
jon, a member of the committee, who 
asked him to state what method he 
thought ought to be pursued in order 
to raise money to pay the teachers’

Premier Says Situation Is 
Increasing Difficulties of 
Britain and Also Difficul- 
ties of United States. 


iondon, June 25.—In the house of 
commons today Premier Lloyd-George 
urged the need of settling the Irish 
problem because it was increasing the 
difficulties not nterely of the British 
government but the difficulties of the 
United States government in conduct- 
ing the war. 

Mr. Lloyd-George appealed to Sir 
Edward Carson to show the same 
spirit he displayed two years ago, and 
subsequently, “in using his very great 
abilities and unrivaled influence in 
Ulster to try and secure some mreas- 
ure looking to the willing assent of 
the Irish people to imperial unity.” 

The government, he said, stood by 
the policy it had proclaimed April 9, 
but in the method of administering 
the government must be advised by 
the men it had entrusted with the ad- 
ministration of Ireland. 


THRIFT MEETINGS 
- PLANS COMPLETED 


Expected to Throng the 
Schoolhouses on Friday. 


The greatest outpouring of the peo- 
ple in the history of Atlanta is ex- 
pected to attend the city-wide school- 
house mass meeting to be held next 
Friday afternoon and evening from 46 
to 8 o’clock, as the closing feature of 
the whirlwind drive to put Atlanta over 
the top with her quota of $5,000,000 
worth of war savings stamps. 

These mass meetings will be held in 
every schoolhouse in the city; white 
and colored, and the hours will be from 
5 to 8 o’clock. In sending out notices 
from DeKalb county war savings stamp 
campaign headquarters, they notified 
a good many people living in the De- 
Kalb county portion of the city of At- 
lanta to attend the schoolhouse mass 
meetings at 2 o’clock. This was not 
correct, where the city of Atlanta’s 
mass meetings are concerned, although 
it was correct in regard to the school- 
house mass meetings in other portions 
of DeKalb county. : 

Meetings 5 to 8 O’Clock. 

Forrest Adair, in general charge of 
the Atlatna mass meetings, last night 
requested that particular attention be 
given to correcting this mistake, so 
that every person residing inside the 
corporate limits of Atlanta, including 
those in the portion of DeKalb county 
embraced in the city limits, would 
clearly understand that Atlanta’s 
schoolhouse meetings will be held from 
5 to 8 o’clock. 

That practically the entire popula- 
tion will go to the meetings and turn 
in their pledges to buy war savings 
stamps is the universal report brought 
in by the women’s canvassing teams. 
On Monday and Tuesday an army of 
7,000 women, organized by Mrs. Samuel 
Lumpkin, conducted the most thorough 
house-to-house canvass every under- 
taken in Atlanta. Going into every 
home in the city, they delivered blank 
pledge cards, explained that the gov- 
ernment expects every man, woman and 
child to make pledges to buy at least 
$20 worth of war savings stamps in 
1918, and further explained that the 
cards should be signed and taken to 
the schoolhouse meetings: on Friday. 

Everywhere they went the women 
workers met with the same response— 
a whole-hearted and generous willing- 
ness on the part of the people to do 
everything the government asks of 


the expressions of enthusiastic cordial- 
ity with which the women canvassers 
were greeted by the people show con- 
clusively that they are going to the 
schoolhouse meetings.

Washington, June. 25.—As a further 
step in carrying out the war depart- 
ment’s plan to have 8,000,000 men un- 
derarmson August 1, Provost Marshal 


General Crowder tonight called on the 
governors of all states except Arizona 
and IIMnois for the mobilization be- 
tween July 22 and 25 of 220,000 white 
draft registrants qualified for general 
military service. 

This call is expected virtually to 
exhaust the number of men now in 
class 1 available for active military 
service, and _.when added to. school 
requisitions of 23,436 men, brings the 
total calls so far announced for July 
to 243,436. To complete its program 
for the remainder of the present year, 
the department will have to depend on 
the 400,000 class 1 registrants expect- 
ed from the June 5 enrollment and the 
250,000 or 300,000 to be obtained by 
the reclassification now in progress. 

In the call announced tonight, New 
York leads the list with 22,241 men; 
Iowa is second with 17,849, and Wis- 
consin third, with 15,200.

It is add- 
ed that the Austrians have taken more 
than-50,000 prisoners from the Italians 
since June 15 and that the aggregate 
losses of the Italians in the fighting 
at.the lowest estimate is 150,000 men.

One of the first things scheduled in 
the house this morning will be the in- 
troduction by Representative Seaborn 
Wright, of Floyd, of a resolution to 
ratify the prohfbliton amendment to 
the constitution of the United States 
submitted last fall by congress to the 
states.

Chairman Hurley and Bainbridge 
Colby, of the shipping board; Post- 
master General Burieson and Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, united in opposi- 
tion to the proposed legislation be- 
cause of its probable effect on work- 
ing men, while Secretary-Daniels, E. C.

‘ Postmaster General Burleson brand- 
ed nation-wide prohibition agitation 
the work of faddists and said if such 
step is necessary for the winning of 
the war, he would support it, although 
he would hesitate a long time if he 
Qad any doubts on the subject. 

“We've got te put all the smash and

. Clared Mr. Hurley. “We've got to 
‘fight, fight and still fight ‘with every 
muscle straining and put aside non- 
essential experimenting if we are to 
wring victory from the Huns.” 

He said that in his opinion there 
would be more risk connected with pro- 
hibition at this time than in the con- 
scription of labor, as taking of beer 
away from the workmen would be a 
practical interference with labor. He 
added: “I don’t want to take any 
chances.”

hesitancy in saying that I would wel- 
come the prohibition experiment. Any 
temporary disorganization it might 
cause would have its compé¢nsation. 

“It is not private business, but the 
country’s business in a great war 
emergency, with which I am _  con- 
cerned, and I am unwilling in this 
crisis to stand sponsor for any experi- 
ment with the personal liberty of 
nearly half a million men in the ship- 
yards and contributing industries, on 
whom we are relying to put through 
the biggest program in the history of 
this or any other nation. 

“If anyone tried to tell me that men 
worked better with stimulus provided 
by liquor, I would simply cite him the 
cases of the shipyards in Oregon and 
Washington, where the employees, 
without such stimulants, are doing 
good work. If the argument were made 
that the workmen in a wet district 
turned out a steel ship in 27 days, and 
that because of this it might be well 
to give light wines and beer to the 
workmen in Oregon and Washington I 
would brush such an argument away 
as the offspring of folly. 

“I would oppose an experiment of 
that kind in Oregon and Washington 
just as earneStly as I oppose the ex- 
periment that is proposed. Fortu- 
nately, in the two states I have men- 
tioned, the sentiment of the workmen 
was prepared by a long election con- 
test, in which the workmen had an 
opportunity to vote on the question. 
However they may have voted, there 
was at least the quality of sportsman- 
ship in abiding by the result. 

“ati the states are now taking what 
virtually amounts to a referendum on 
the oonstitutional amendment which 
is pending before the legislatures. 

If States Act Favorably. 

“Tf the states act favorably upon it 
the workmen can have no feeling that 
there has been a lack of fair play. The 
result sought by the proposal before 
the senate committee then will be 
achieved gradually, and with amplé 
notice for the accumulation of habits 
and temperaments. 

“To my mind there is more risk in 
this proposal than there would be in 
the conscription of Jabor, because it 
is a partial interference with liberty, 
withopt any increase of control. I 
have opposed the conscription of labor 
because I have felt that we should, so 
long as it may be possible, rely upon 
the voluntary and patriotic co-opera- 
tion of American labor. 


“TI realize that unscrupulous) and 
selfish interests, thinking only of pri- 


vate gain, may seek to use the views 
of conscientious officials solely for 
their own purposes. That is one of 
the penalties we must pay for frankness 
in an issue which has only one moral 
side. But if the committee were fully 
aware of the pains we have taken to 
produce the right spirit and complete 
unity in the shipyards—if the commit- 
tee were fully aware of the advantage 
the nation derives from such unity and 
singleness of purpose, I believe the 
members would refrain from reporting 
a measure which will lead to conten- 
tion. 

“The sudden taking away of light 
wines and beer from the foreign ele- 
ment in the yards, of which there is a 
very large proportion, will, I fear, have 
a wrenching effect on the whole pro- 
gram. It will set men to talking of 
the wisdom of such ‘a move; it will 
puzzle thousands of temperate foreign- 
ers who are accustomed merely to a 
glass of beer or a glass of wine with 
their meals. 

Sober Men Will Be Hurt. 

“None of the shipyards are able to 
tolerate employees who overindulge in 
stimulants. Such men are eliminated 


automatically. The chief effect then 
will-be to call a sudden halt upon a 
part of the daily routine Of hard work- 
ing and sober men. One of the great- 
est difficulties we have nad to combat 
was the constant turnover of labor. 
We have been improving that situa- 
tion gradually and we are frankly wor- 
ried lest this proposed experiment may 
cause additional unrest.” 

Mr. Hurley, answering many ques- 
tions by prohibition advocates on the 
committee, said the chief labor diffi- 
culties in shipbuilding had occurred in 
dry territory. It was brought out that 
125,265 men are employed at shipyards 
in prohibition states, and 290,157 in 
wet territory. 

Percy H. Johnston, vice president of 
the Chemical National Bank of New 
York, speaking for a committee of 
bankers from the principal cities, told 
the committee that an absolute prohi- 
bition amendment forbidding the with- 
drawal of spirits from bond would re- 
sult in a financial catastrophe, throw- 
ing many banks and thousands of 
firms into bankruptcy. 

Postmaster General Burleson jomed 
in expressing fear that pronibition at 
this time might interfere with prosecu- 
tion of the war. He said he was not 
prepared to say whether it was neces- 
sary to conserve food, and suggested 
that the committee confer with the 
food administration. - 

Organized labor is overwhelmingly 
opposed to absolute prohibition and to 
bring up the question now is to “throw 
the apple of discord _ among the people 
of this country,” said Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor.

GERMANS CHARGE 
FRENCH POSITIONS 
BUT ARE REPULSED 


June 25.—The Germans last, 
night attacked the new French posi- 
tions in the region of LePort, north 
of the Aisne, but were able to make 
no gains, says the official statement 
trom the war office today. In surprise 
attacks in the Woevre and in Lor- 
raine the French captured twenty pris- 
oners. 

The statement reads: 

“North of the Aisne, after a violent 
bomardment and grenade fighting, the 
enemy attacked the positions recently 
gained by us northeast of LePort. The 
French positions were maintained in 
their entirety. The artillery activity 
was rather lively in the region of 
Faverollegs and Courcy (between the 
Aisne and the Marne). 

“French troops ecarried out 
Woevre and in Lorraine three 
prise. attacks from which 
brought back twenty prisoners.” 

The war office announcement 
night reads: 

“Between the Oise and the Aisne 
raids enabled us ‘to take prisoners. The 
artillery activity was spirited in va- 
rious sectors south of ‘the Aisne par- 
ticularly in the region of Sailly-le-Po- 
terie.

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FIGHT TO EXTEND — 
DRAFT AGE LIMITS 


Some Senators Favor From 
18 to 45, But Others Op- 
pose Lowering the Limit 
Below 21. 


Washington, June 25.—Extension of 
the draft ages above and below the 
existing limits—21 to 31 years—was 
discussed at length in the senate today 
during consideration of an amendment 
by Senator Fall, of New Mexico, to the 
$12,000,000,000 army appropriation bill 
to substitute 18 years as the minimum 
and 45 years as the maximum. The sen- 


ator revised the amendment, making | 
the ages 20 to 40 and eliminating a 
provision that youths under 21 should 
not be called into active military serv- , 
ice. | 

Disposal of the amendment and a | 
substitute by Senator Hitchcock, of Ne- | 
braska, went over until tomorrow, with | 
sentiment in the senate apparently 
evenly divided. 
ed it as probable some expression 
might come from the administration, 
particularly in view of a report cir- 
culated at the capitol today that Presi- 
dent Wilson opposes, for the present 
at least, any change in the age limits 
and deplores agitation for their exten- 
sion at this time.

THE PIAVE ROUT. 


With due allowance made for possible 
coloration and overstatements due to natural 
allied zeal, the reports from the Italian front 
indicate clearly that the Austrian retreat 
has developed into rout proportions—the 
most complete, chaotic and sanguinary rout 
any army has suffered since the war began 
almost four years ago. 

It seems that the great army of invaders 
marched triumphantly forward, fighting the 
Italian defenders back step by step over 
‘mountain and plain and across the Piave, 
with Venice almost in its iron grasp. Then, 
with the bulk of the foe well across the 
- fiver, the heroic defenders, fighting with 
the abandoned fury of fanatics, brought the 
foe to a halt. 

The halt was quickly turned into a bloody 
retreat, and that into a pell-mell scurry for 
the cover of the far side of the river so re- 
cently crossed. .But the stream meanwhile 
had become swollen to almost a torrential 
flood, and the bridges over which the hordes 
of Charles had advanced were no longer 
there to serve in retreat! 

Attempts to construct others resulted for 
the most part in dismal failure, and, aceord- 
ing to an official report from the field Mon- 
day night— 

The Piave is choked with enemy dead 
and the debris of their equipment. The 
attempt of the Austrian war office to 
represent the retirement as voluntary 
is false. In only a few scattered places 
could the river be forded, and these’ 
were under constant pounding by the 
Italian artillery and allied airmen. 


The handful of bridges also were Pelt- 
ed with shells and air bombs. 


And the report goes on to say that “it is 
positively established that the enemy’s 
lopses are even greater in the retreat than 
as a direct result of the Italian counter of- 
fensive!”’ 

Nor is there apparent now any likelihood 
- that the Italian forces intend letting up until 
the invaders are either annihilated or taken 
into camp, and when that happens—which- 
ever of the two possible eventualities it may 
be—it probably will mean practically the 
elimination of Austria as an efective enemy. 

The food riots in Vienna; the constantly 
mounting dissatisfaction with the progress 
of the war; the ever-increasing demands for 
peace and the menacing situation evolving 
out of the south Slav question, even before 
this last Austrian offensive was launched 
brought the dual monarchy to a point where 
a renewed drive into Italy had to be made— 
and had to be successful—in order to pre- 
serve even a semblance of rnity among the 
civilians of the interior. 

Of the conditions in Austra-Hungary just 
before this last disastrous offensive was put 
under way, The Arbeiter Zeitung, an Aus- 
trian newspaper, declared that “a couple 
more months of such corfusion as now rre 
vails and those who speculate on Austria’s 
collapse will be able to jubilate.” | 


With the latest enterprise, upon which

“The exploits of two colored infantry- 
men some weeks ago in repelling a much 
larger German patrol, killing and 
wounding several Germans and winning 
Croix”de Guerre by their gallantry, has 
aroused a fine spirit of emulation 
throughout the colored troops, all of 
whom are looking forward to more ac- 
tive service. Only regret expressed by 
colored troops is that they are not given 
more dangerous work to do. They are 
especially amused at the most danger- 
ous positions and all are desirous of 
having more active service than has been 
permitted them thus far. I can not 
commend too highly the spirit shown 
among the colored combat troops, who 
exhibit fine capacity for quick training 
and eagerness for the most dangerous 
work.” 

The circumstance referred to by General 
Pershing was that in which two negro sol- 
diers, Henry Johnson and Needham Roberts, 
though both severely wounded, beat off an 
attack by twenty Germans in a listening 
post, displaying signal courage and bravery. 
A French divisional commander said of Pri- 
vate Johnson, “he gave a magnificent ex- 
ample of courage and energy,” and.of Pri- 
vate Roberts, whose life Johnson had 
saved, “he is a good and brave soldier.” 


General Pershing’s statement to the war 
department was written in reply to an in- 
quiry regarding a report that recently gained 
some currency among negroes in this coun- 
try to the effect that the colored troops are 
being discriminated against in favor of the 
white soldiers of the American forces in the 
‘war zone, 


That such stories were utterly absurd 
and without semblance of veracity is shown 
by the American commander, who opened 
his reply with this bold denial: 

“The stories, probably invented by 
German agents, that colored soldiers in 
France are always placed in most dan- 
‘gerous positions and sacrificed to save 
white soldiers, that when wounded they 
are left on ground to die without 
medical attention, etc., afe absolutely 
false.”’ - 

It is very evident that the negroes them- 
selves are not chafing under the treatment 
they are receiving, but, on the other hand, 
that they regret only that “they are not given 
more dangerous work to do”—presumably 
due to their characteristic penchant for 
amusement! 

Likewise it is evident that,those negroes 
whom force of circumstances keeps at home 
will have no occasion to offer any apology 
for those who have gone or are yet to go. 


A “NEUTRAL” NEWSPAPER. 


In a signed statement appearing in The 
Constitution Tuesday morning, Mr. C. E. 
Weston, editor of The Washington Reporter, 
Washington, Wilkes county, Ga., states em- 
phatically that “as far as The Washington 
Reporter is concerned, this newspaper 
stands neutral in this the current (senatorial) 
campaign, and intends to give all of the can- 
didates a ‘square deal.’ What they say will 
be printed, and the voters can do their own 
choosing.” 


This statement was elicited by a pub- 
lished report to the effect that one of the 
senatorial candidates had declared that The 
Reporter and a certain other Georgia news- 
paper “had made up their minds to give him 
their support.” 


If the report was in error—in other 
words, if The Reporter had not “made up its 
mind” to support this particular candidate, 
or, for that matter, any other candidate, 
Editor Weston’s signed refutation would have 
been timely, proper and appropriate, and 
fair to all of the candidates. 


Or, if the editor’s announcement had de- 
fined The Reporter’s attitude as being “neu- 
tral” so far as ihe candidacies of the five 
loyal contenders is concerned, no just criti- 
cism could lie against it. 


We hope, and every patriotic citizen of” 
Georgia undoubtedly shares in that hope, that 
that is what the editor of The Reporter 
meant to say; but what his card does say 
puts his newspaper in the attitude of strict 
impartiality, as between the candidates who 
are known, both by the records and their 
public utterances, to be loyal to their gov- 
ernment, in sympathy with the cause for 
which young Georgians are dying over in 
France, and in harmonious accord with the 
nation’s official leadership, and the one 
solitary candidate who, both by his officia] 
record and his public utterances, is known 
to be not in sympathy with but antagonistic 
toward the policy in obedience to which our 
young men are fighting and dying in France, 
and not in harmonious accord with, but 
vehemently antagonistic toward the coun- 
try’s official leadership. 


Eliminating petty by-plays and personali- 

ties, there is only one “paramount issue” in 
the senatorial campaign in Georgia this year: 
That is patriotism, as typified by loyalty to. 
the administration in Washington. 
_ It is, therefore, a contest between loy- 
alty and disloyalty. There are five candi- 
dates under the banner of loyalty, and one~ 
only one—under the other. 


It is safe to say that a large proportion 
of the newspapers of Georgia are “neutral” 
in their attitude toward the group of five: 
but no reputable newspaper nor citizen can 
afford to declare itself or himself indiffer- 
ent as to whether or not Georgia shall con- 
tinue to be represented in the senate by a 
senator who is, witk possibly one exception, 
more notoriously disloyal to the Wilson ad- 
ministration than any other man in official 
life in the nation today. 

And until it has better proof than even 
the foregoing statement by Editor Weston 
cffords, The Constitution is not going to be- 
lieve that that is the attitude of The Wash- 
ington Reporter. 

Until we know to the contrary, we are 
going to give that enterprising newspaper 
the benefit of an assumption that the edi- 
tor’s declaration was inadvertently worded, 
and that, as it reads, it subjects The Re- 
porter to unmerited criticism by patriotic

This War Will End 
Within Forty Years

A New Zealand officer was giving direc- 
tions to a group of his soldiers. They were 
in the field at the foot of Baupaume. The 
immediate task was that of cutting and roll- 

ing up the barbed wire. 

In that territory, the 

‘Germans had ieft 

trenches foul with fe- 

ver, wells filled with 

the corpses of men and 

horses, springs polluted 

with every form of 

filth; but the worst of 

all, the barbed wire en- 

tanglements. Every 

sharp point was covered 

with rust and threat- 

ed lockjaw. Looking in 

every direction, the 

whole land was yellow 

Dr. Hillis. with the barbed wire. 

The work was dangerous. The rebound of 

the wire threatened the eye with its vision, 

threatened the face and hands, and all the 

soldiers were in a mood of rebellion. In 

an angry mood, the officer exclaimed: ‘‘There 

are a hundred million miles of German 

barbed wire in France!” And when later I 

asked the first lieutenant how long this 

war would last, he made the instant an- 

swer. “This war will continue forty years 

more! One year for the fighting, and thir- 
ty-nine years to roll up the wire!” 

Because every soldier at the front hated 
the wire entanglements, that bright sentence 
ran up and down the entire line from Bel- 
gium to the Swiss frontier. And for men 
of experience there is more truth in the 
statement than one would at first but think. 
It will take one more year for the fighting, 
but it will take thirty-nine years more to 
grow the shade trees. Five centuries ago 
the French began to develop the love of the 
beautiful. On either side of the roads run- 
ning across the land, they planted two rows 
of poplars, oaks or elms. When long time 
had passed the fame of the French trees 
and the shade trees went out into all the 
earth. Under these trees, the French farm- 
er stopped his cart, fed his horses, and re- 
freshed himself beneath the shade. Under 
these trees old men at the end of their 
career rested themselves, and gossiped about 
old friends that had gone. And when the 
German found he could not hold the land, 
determined that the Frenchman should not 
have them, and’ so he lifted the ax upon 
every peach and pear, plum and grape, cher- 
ry and gooseberry. Perhaps, it was as black 
a crime to murder the land as it was to 
murder the bodies of the farmers, since the 
soul is immortal. 

“One more year of fighting, and thirty- 
nine years” not to roll up the wire, but to 
rebuild the cathedrals and churches, the col- 
leges and universities, the halls of science, 
the temples of art, the mills for the weaving 
of cotton and linen and wool and, above all, 
the rebuilding of the railways, the recon- 
struction of the canals and the bridges, 
great and small; but the most grievous loss 
is the human loss..

Senators representing fifteen southern 
States, and including the names of Senators 


Smith and Hardwick of Georgia. 


The Southern Settlement and Develop- 
ment Organization, of which Mr. S. Davies 
Warfield, of Baltimore, is president, has ex- 
pended considerable sums of money in 
Georgia in organizing the Georgia Land 
Owners’ Association and in co-operating with 
that association in the valuable live stock 
development activities in which it has been 
successfully engaged for about one year. 

Similar aid has been extended to land 
owners and other development organiza- 
tions in other southern states whose activi- 
ties since the war began have been devoted 
to speeding up meat production through the 
prompt eradication of the cattle tick and 
other constructive measures. 

Continued Support Asked. 
_ The petition, in the formulation of which 
the ‘Georgia senators took an active part, 
asks Director General McAdoo to permit the 
continuance of this railroad support in the 
war food production activities of southern 
farmers and land owners, refers to the prom- 
ise of the government to restore to the rail- 
roads at the end of the war, their properties 


unimpaired, and declares that the only way 
to fulfill this promise and keep the proper- 
ties unimpaired is to permit the railroads 
to continue their policy of spending certain 
sums for agricultural and industrial devel- 
opment in the territory served by them. 

A convincing mass of data compiled by 
Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The Manu- 
facturers Record, was included in the peti- 
tion showing the large mineral and agri- 
cultural resources of the south upon which 
the successful war making of the nation is 
wholly dependent and showing that the dis- 
location of the machinery heretofore used in 
the development of these resources by caus- 
ing the dissolution of bodies of trained men 
such as those in the Southern Settlement 
and Development Organization and the in- 
dustrial and agricultural departments of 
railroads, would result not only in the im- 
pairment of the railroad properties them- 
selves, but in the crippling of the efforts of 
the people in these southern states to speed 
up war food production.

are qualified registered voters, or absent 
from the county in which such municipality 
is located, in which they are qualified regis. 
tered voters on the day of election, by vote 
by registered mail; to provide means for 
casting the ballots of such persons, to pro. 
vide a penalty upon officials who wilfully 
fail and refuse to carry out the terms of 
this act, etc.” 

I shall not discuss the merits of this 
particular bill.

THE TALE OF THE TUMID MERCHANT. 

This is a story lifted from the April, 
1918, Medical Council. It was written by 
David Curle, M. D, GQ M., whatever that 
means, Scotland. 

A merchant past middle age, 70 inches 
tall, weighed 238 pounds. That is, he was 
at least 58 pounds too heavy; which means, 
of course, that he ate too much. He com- 
Plained of shortness of breath on alight exer- 
tion. His face, especially under the eyes, 
showed a transparent fulness; his body was 
tumid; tongue tumid, and it showed indenta- 
tions from the teeth; lining of eyelids pale. 
The man was feeble, languid. For years 
his breakfast had been as follows: 

Large bowl of oatmeal porridge, 
With Milk 
One slice of toast, buttered 
Sweetened Tea 

His other meals were all right, 
that he had a powerful sweet tooth. 

He was ordered to alter his breakfast to 
the following: 

One plece of bacon 
One slice of untoasted bread 
One cupful of unsweetened tea 

He was forbidden sugar, sweetened pud- 
dings, but allowed thin bread very thickly 
Spread with butter, and rather more lean 
meat than he had been eating. 

The change of diet made him feel better 
and he stuck to it, in a way like a Scotch- 
man, oh, so unlike the men of this country. 
The result was that in the next eleven 
months the tumid merchant lost heavily— 
he lost 34 pounds, his girth was reduced six 
inches, his collar size shrank one inch, he 
looked twenty years younger, his’ brain en- 
ergy and muscle energy both increased 
markably, his shortness of breath on mod- 
erate exertion disappeared, and now he is in 
ripe condition to write a glowing testimo- 
nial—only, alas, he had taken no medicine 
at all! 

Just one important symptom I overlooked 
in stealing this record. The tumid merchant 
had formerly been,a frightful snorer. His 
daughter loved him, but only by day. Lie 
fairly shook the rafters, tore it off by the 
yard all night long and sometimes alarmed 
passersby in the street. Now, after taking 
‘steen bottles of the elixir of common sense, 
he sleeps like a baby and a great calm per- 
vades where before was one vast sawmil! 

According to Curle the sole trouble with 
this tumid merchant, and with many others 
similarly “handled,” was that he 
too much carbohydrate food (sugars 
starches). Such foods are fine for 
active workers, soldiers, growing children, 
etc., but not good for very sedentry indi- 
viduals to stuff with, Curle says. And he 
produces some very convincing scientific 
arguments and laboratory tests to support 
his assertion, which we need not attempt to 
describe here.

In addition to the men from Atlanta 
and Fulton county men, a thousand 
selectmen from all parts of Georgia 
together with an equal number from 
the state of Tennessee arrived at the 
receiving station during’ Tuesday. 

Wednesday will be the big day of 
the June increment report, approxi- 
mately 5,000 men from Georgia ‘and 
Tennessee being scheduled to come in 
during its course.

UNDER PERSHNG 


And 250,000 Behind Lines 
to Support Combat Troops. 
One Year Ago First Amer- 
icans Landed in France. 


Washington, June 25.—The first di- 
vision of the American army landed in 
France one year ago tomorrow 18 days 
after General Pershing reached French 
soil In the 12 months that have

scope of the plans now begins to be- 
come apparent. 

The: location of the strictly Amert- 
can sectors makes it appear that the 
whole project rests on the assignment 
to the United States of the task of 
holding the right flank, as. British 
armies hold the left leading to the 
channel ports, leaving France free to 
concentrate all her armies in the cen- 
ter along the road to Paris. 

In addition to 3,000 miles of sea be- 
tween the United States and the ports 
‘through which her armies and supplies 
must reach the front, the Americans 
have had to prepare more than 600 
miles of railway. Never in history hae 
such an enterprise been attempted. In 
his statement today Secretary Baker, 


who has personally inspected the great 
task that has been done abroad, said: 

“The achievements of the past year 
have been entirely satisfactory.” 


since elapsed this division has grown 
to an army in size and by July a mil- 
lion men, all told, will have been sent 
forward. 

Behind this million, another 1,000,- 
000 men are in camps and canton- 
ments equipped and eager to move, 
and behind these a third’ million will 
probably fill up the gaps left at home 
as the divisions sail for the front in 
an endless stream. 

650,000 Fighting Men. 

Secretary Baker estimated today that 
between 65 and 70 per cent of the men 
already shipped are combatant troops 
in the strictest sense of the word. The 
first division has now been expanded to 
a fighting force of 650,000 men, back-~ 
ed by an organization of the supply 
and transport lines that it takes 250,- 
000 men to make effective. 

On this basis, it is clear that Gen- 
eral Pershing now has under his com- 
mand the substance of the first field 
army, comprised of 18 infantry divi- 
with all necessary auxiliary 
troops. So -far as known, there has 
been no opportunity yet for the actual 
formation of these army as a military 
unit. The whole force has been in 
training, officers and men, but the day 
probably is not distant when it will be 
possible for General Pershing to assem- 
ble his first army which will be a 
veteran fighting force. 

American troops are now holding sec- 
tors of varying lengths in at least six 
places on the battle line. To meet the 
emergency presented by the German 
drive, however, they have been drawn 
away from the region formally assigned 
to the United States and are face to 
face with the enemy on the Marne, in 
Picardy and in Flanders.
